The salary and expenses of 
said fiscal agent shall be paid by the county of Coos.

Mr. Hinman questioned the rate of expenditure for the last five 
months and was told expenditures had been made at the rate of $600- 
OOO per year. 


Mrs. Cavanaugh of the State Welfare Department told of the 
duties she was performing in Coos County and answered questions. 
Remarks were made by Mr. McIntyre, Mr. Noyes and Mr Converse. 


Mrs. Mason read to the delegation a bill prepared by the Assis- 
tant Attorney-General to give to the fiscal agent additional powers to 
issue serial notes and made the motion that the delegation approve the 
bill. Mr. Willis seconded the motion, unanimously carried. 


Additional discussion by county treasurer Mr. Kilgore, Mr. Thomp- 
son, and delegation members. 

The new superintendent of the County Farm, Mr. Stevens, gave 
the delegation much information about the county farm. Many ques- 
tions were asked by the members of the delegation and were satisfactor- 
ily answered. 

A budget of $500,000 was asked for by the fiscal agent. Mr. Con- 
verse made the motion, seconded by Mrs. Barden, that the budget be 
granted. The following thirty members who were present voted “yes”:

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Report of the Fiscal Agent 





To the citizens of Coos County: 


In accordance with the Commissioner Laws of our State and as 
your newly appointed Fiscal Agent, I herewith present the annual re- 
ports of the various county officers. 


This report is taken from the records of the County Commission- 
ers and the Fiscal Agent, and I am calling your attention to the fact that 
the newly elected Commissioner in District No. 2 had only served buta 
few short weeks prior to the Fiscal Agent appointment. 


I took over the management of Coos County on May 8, 1939 and 
any change in policies would not begin to react much sooner than July 
Ist of that year; therefore, a fair comparison would be on a six months 
basis. 


I have yet to see any benefit from making unkind remarks crit- 
icising the work of our predecessors, as that is a matter of opinion, and 
I will simply render a brief account of my stewardship and refer you to 
the records only. 


As a stranger I came tothe North Country fully aware of the fact 
that my appointment carried a man-sized job, and now that I have been 
here several months, I am quite satisfied that it presents no possibilities 
of diminishing in size, but is one of eternal vigilance. 


Drastic changes have been made, and some of you may not fully 
approve of them, but I still believe they are for the best interests of the 
taxpayers who, after all, are the judge and jury, and time alone will give 
the answer. 


We were in hopes that in the first year we would not have to 
expend money on repairs and new equipment. However that proved 
only a hope, as it was found that the Ladd property was in very bad 
condition--the barn foundation rotted away, the roof leaking like a sieve, 
and the house needing some repairs. It seemed sensible to put in a 
new foundation and roof the barn rather than allow the buildings to 
collapse and decay. These repairs cost $500.00. 


This property, as well as the new $5,000 piggery, had not been 
wired for electricity and were lighted by kerosene lanterns and lamps, 
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which presented a fire hazard. A contract was made with the Public 
Service Co. whereby the county furnished and set the poles and the 
company furr ished cross arms, wire and complete installation at a cost 
of $247.18. The tenant on the Ladd property had rent increased to ab- 
sorb lighting charges. 


The motor equipment both at the County Farm and Berlin Wood 
Yard presented a problem, as nearly all of it had seen a lot of service and 
mileage and was in need of repairs, tires, radiators, etc., and it appeared 
more economical to trade most of it for new equipment. By turning in 
all the old worn-out tractors and trucks we spent $755. in cash for a new 
truck and two new pick-ups. 


At the Berlin Wood Yard a shed was nearly completed and it was 
necessary that same be roofed and sides covered, and for this material 
we purchased at a very low figure second hand fire resisting shingles, 
salvaged from the Mt. Pleasant Hotel at Bretton Woods. This material 
had not been in use but a short time and was in excellent condition. 


There was no garage at the Berlin Wood Yard and the county 
trucks were kept by drivers in various places throughout the city, wholly 
out of control, and it appeared a wise thing to erect a three-stall garage 
and keep county property properly housed and guarded. Therefore, a 
W. P. A. project was created to carry out this program and said garage 
is now practically completed at a cost to the county of less than $1000. 
for each building. The completed project calls for a retaining wall and 
picket fence, so that the property can be safeguarded and under the care 
of a competent watchman, who will be chosen from our relief rolls. 


Some have questioned the advisability of the County maintaining 
its own fuel program, but it has been proven a sound proposition in sev- 
eral ways, viz: First, nearly all of the Berlin wood dealers were entirely 
out of dry wood before the winter was half gone. Second, by buying 
stumpage and providing work chopping by the cord, many men have 
been taken off the relief rolls and are maintaining themselves and their 
families. Third, the County gets the wood delivered to the wood yard 
at less price per cord than the dealers are paying for it. In fact, two of 
the largest dealers have offered us a price that shows a profit of nearly 
$2.00 per cord, but it was not wise to sell as we can use the wood for 
our own clients now that we have ample facilities for storage. 


In regard to repairs and new installation at Court Houses, I found 
the Berlin Court House oil heated and the burner a smaller size than 
needed for so large a heating area. Consequently it was under forced 
draft and practically worn out, and we were faced with installation of 
either a new larger oil burner or a coal stoker. The latter was purchas- 
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ed and was completely installed at a cost of $582.50 and 30 1-2 tons of 
soft coal were purchased at $8.75 per delivered ton. Iam well convinced 
the stoker will eventually pay for itself in saving over an oil burner, 
besides giving a more satisfactory uniform heat. 


A similar heating problem arose at the Lancaster Court House 
and we have installed a duplicate of the Berlin stoker, but at a lesser 
cost due to a lower market price. This stoker is giving the same satis- 
faction. 


The size of the milking dairy at the Farm has been cut to elim- 
inate competition with the local farmers and we are now producing 
only what milk we need at the institution. 


An idea has always prevailed in my mind that a county farm 
should raise its own beef; therefore, we have made a purchase of Dur- 
ham steers and cows and are making a start in the right direction. The 
program has sounded so good that the State Prison Farm at Concord 
has since adopted it. 


I want to express my appreciation to the State Re-employment 
office at Berlin, in charge of Robert Clark, for the wonderful help his 
office has been in cooperating with us in placing men and women in 
positions whereby they are earning their living and are off public relief. 


I surely would be ungrateful if I failed to mention the fact that 
of all the group of professional men it has been my privilege to work 
with I can truthfully say that the doctors and surgeons of Coos County 
will always be an inspiration to me, and I am proud of the sacrifice they 
are making to cut medical costs for the taxpayers. 


I cannot reach the end of this brief report without one word of 
praise to your County Solicitor, Maurice LaForce, who has always given 
me splendid cooperation for which I am mighty thankful, and I need it 
from you all. 


In closing I must confess that I am grateful for the fact that my 
job is non-political, and I intend to always keep it so.

Since the prosperity of Coos County depends so much upon the 
employment of its citizens, the Fiscal Agent has accorded the New 
Hampshire State Employment Service this opportunity to report on its 
progress for the year 1939 in serving the employers and the unemploy- 
ed workers of Coos County. The allotment of this space in the county 
report is just another evidence of the cordial relationship which has 
existed between the Employment Service andthe County officials to the 
mutual benefit of each. 


Unemployment in Coos County, as measured by the active file 
figures of the Employment Service, is at the lowest point since the open- 
ing of the office in 1933. A constant increase in the use of this public 
agency by the employers of the County enabled the Employment Ser- 
vice to place 6,510 workers in private industry during 1939. Of these, 
5,591 received work with an expected duration of over one month and 
919 were referred to temporary work. 734 additional workers were 
placed with governmental agencies such as the Forest Service and with 
private contractors on public construction. 


During 1939, the Employment Service expanded its operations in 
towns of the county by establishing a regular weekly itinerant schedule 
with stops at key points in the county. This has brought into the active 
file many highly qualified workers to fill the increasing number of orders. 
And because of the wide diversification of orders received, it is very es- 
sential that a constant effort be made to keep up a file of all the available 
workers in the county; the itinerant service contributes to that end. 


To illustrate the variety of work opportunity flowing through the 
Employment Service, a partial list of the jobs filled in 1939 will be sug- 
gestive. It will complete the picture of thousands of persons throughout 
the county, who, through the medium of a public agency charging no 
fee, find their way to hundreds of employers who need qualified, com- 
petent workers. 
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During the last year, for instance, orders were filled for: carpenters, 
stenographers, blacksmiths, waitresses, tractor drivers, construction 
foremen, nurse maids, wagon drill operators, broad axemen, special 
policemen, soda dispensers, boatmen, stationery firemen, locksmiths, 
chambermaids, farm hands, roofers, housemen, bookkeepers, plumbers, 
gardeners, painter foreman, leadite man, lumberjacks, male companion, 
cookees, laundresses, wreckers, desk clerk, upholsterer, cooks, bellhops, 
scrubwomen, truck drivers, linesmen, salesmen, and sales girls, stampers, 
electrician, dishwashers, section hands, hand ironers, vegetable feelers, 
pick and shovel men, fine graders, camp clerks, pantry man, typists, 
boom men, stableman, swampers, window washer, messenger boys, 
station attendants, sawyers and an ox driver. 


This partial list indicates the spread of employment in the county 
and what an integral part of the economic life of the county the Em- 
ployment Service has become. No other source of labor in the county 
is comparable to it. 


In the coming year all signs are favorable for a still further lessen- 
ing of unemployment in the North Country, perhaps to the point where 
shortages of certain types of labor will appear. Already in the first two 
months of 1940, the Employment Service has found jobs for 1212 difter- 
ent persons in Coos County. 


To the employers of the county, the Employment Service offers 
its facilities, assuring you that it will, to the best of its ability, refer 
you to the best workers available, for your selection. 


To the workers of the county, the Service offers you a pool of 
information on available work; an opportunity to match your qualifica- 
tions with the proper job. 


Cooperating town, city and county officials have assisted mater- 
ially in the growth of the Employment Service. To them the Service is 
grateful. In hopes, in turn, to lessenthe burden of unemployment that 
rests upon employer, worker and public official alike.
